Dark Star’s Kentucky Derby 


Seems Quite Reasonable—Now 


Like most unexpected events, the vic- 
tory of Harry Guggenheim’s Dark ‘Star 
in the Kentucky Derby seems reasonable 
enough when you look back on it. For 
one thing. apparently few trainers and 
jockeys. especially jockeys, took the Der- 
by Trial seriously; for another, he may 
be a better colt than anybody, including 
his owner and trainer, dreamed he was. 
At any rate, he has speed, courage, and a 
smooth way: of going to recommend him. 
As to his future, that’s anyone’s guess. 
The Department of Predictions and Sur- 
mises closed last week end. 


To say that Dark Star’s Derby was a 
carbon copy of the Trial would not be 
exactly accurate. Actually, it was by 
chance, more than design, that he led all 
the way in both. Moreno intended to lay 
back. as he put it, with Correspondent, 
but when he found himself in such a good 
position he simply made the best of the 
situation. However. a comparison of the 
times of the Derby and the Trial is in- 
teresting. In the Trial, Dark Star did the 
mile in 1:36—the quarters in :2244; 
2235; :2444; :2245; :2544. In the Der- 
by. the mile was run in 1:3635, the mile

and a quarter in 2:02, and the quarters 
in :2345; :24; :2424; :2424; :2524. It 
was a steady effort, and he deserves full 
marks. 

Though the»two races did not delib- 
erately follow a pattern, his training this 
season did. Beginning with a light cam- 
paign in Florida (and I might say in pass- 
ing that his stable is still bemused over 
his inexplicably dull performance in the 
Florida Derby), he came to Churchill 
Downs, where his first important race 
was going to be. He was shipped over to 
Keeneland for one race, but did all his 
work in Louisville. Incidentally, Eddie 
Hayward, Dark Star’s trainer, thought 
that skipping the Blue Grass Stakes and 
running in the Trial gave his colt a slight 
advantage over Native Dancer and Cor- 
respondent, whose first races at Churchill 


Downs were in the Derby.

most respected owners in racing. should 
get an extra measure of applause. be- 
cause he won the hard way. by getting in 
front early and outlasting all challenges 
for a mile and a quarter.

Royal 
Bay Gem. which had conditioned follow- 
ers to fast stretch drives, moved from 
seventh at the quarter-pole to fourth at the 
finish. but he was too far back to chal- 
lenge either Dark Star or Native Dancer. 
Invigorator ran in the middle of the field 
throughout. but moved to third at the wire. 

As the horses went into the last quar- 
ter. it became a two-horse race. and the 
crowd waited for Native Dancer’s stretch 
run, At the eighth-pole. where the margin 
between Native Dancer and Dark Star 
still was a length and a half. Guerin took 
to the whip in earnest. but the gray colt 
was slow in responding. Not until the 
last sixteenth did he begin gaining. At the 
end he was making up ground in a rush, 
but it was too late. and Dark Star had 
his head under the wire first. 

Behind the first four were Correspond- 
ent. Straight Face, Social Outcast. Money 
Broker. Ram O° War. Curragh King. and 
Ace Destroyer. in that order. 

REPOSE. Of all the trainers in the stable 
area at Churchill Downs before the Der-

The Derby Winner's Ancestry, 


In a Mirror-lmage Pedigree 


The 1953 Kentucky Derby left more 
than the usual number of question marks. 
and more than the usual amount of dis- 
agreement as to the merit of the beaten 
favorite. There appears to be little ques- 
tion that Native Dancer, when he was 
bumped by Money Broker at the club 
house turn. suffered a disadvantage great- 
er than the head margin by which he lost 
the race. There remains a rather genuine 
doubt. subject to close scrutiny in his later 
races. whether his extreme class carries 
over into the so-called classic distances, 
from a mile and a quarter up. At the top 
of the stretch he saved ground and was 
close behind the pacemaking Dark Star; 
at the finish he was still close behind. 
He was faltering in the last forty yards, 
and appeared more spent than the winner. 


Another riddle was Correspondent’s per- 
formance. The race did not simply leave 
unanswered the question of the Califor- 
nia colt’s stamina. The question was rath- 
er: what had happened to his speed? He 
showed none of the quick power which 
had been so impressive at Keeneland. 
Trainer Wally Dunn, we hear, has guessed 
that Correspondent did not “like the 
track,” possibly because he was unfamiliar 
with it. 


Obviously enough. the Derby has not 
taken all the suspense out of the Preak- 
ness and Belmont Stakes. It is also plain 
enough that Dark Star was a worthy win- 
ner of the Churchill Downs classic. It is 
not a feat to be shrugged off by making 
excuses for others when a colt makes all 
the pace for the Derby and holds off 
whatever challenge may come in the long 
homestretch. In size and strength the win- 
ner could hardly match Native Dancer, 
which almost caught him in the stretch 
run: in heart and courage nothing out- 
ranked him. 


THE SIRE. One warm day in the early 
fall of 1948 I was loafing a week end away 
at a cottage on Herrington Lake, about 
three dozen miles from Lexington, when 
a message came down from a house a 
quarter-mile away that Melbourne was 
calling me. It was W. S. Cox, of the 
bloodstock agency of Mackinnon and Cox. 
George W. Badman, he said, wanted to 
sell a horse called Royal Gem. Did I know 
about the horse? Yes, very well. Would 
I find an American buyer? No, sir, I 
wasn’t in that business, but would be glad 
to recommend an agency. 

“But I want you to sell this horse,” said 
the man across the Pacific. 


After some expensive transpacific argu. 
ment, I said, “Well, [ll find the buyer, 
and you can sell the horse.” 

“No. we sell the horse.” 

All right, all right, we’d sell the horse, 
From what I remembered of his perform. 
ance, he was especially geared for Amer. 
ican racing. His best distance appeared to 
be from six to nine furlongs, he had also 
won the Caulfield Cup at a mile and a half, 
he was beyond question a first-class racer, 
and he was out of an Oaks winner. 

Warner L. Jones Jr.. owner of Hermit. 
age Farm at Goshen. Ky., needed a good 
stallion: he was about to lose Hash and 
wanted a first-class replacement. Without 
hesitancy he took a chance on a horse he 
had never seen, of which he knew nothing 
except what I told him. He organized a 
syndicate including E. D, Axton, Patrick 
Calhoun, Douglas M. Davis, Grant A. Dor. 
land, Brent Hart, Baylor Hickman, Ed- 
ward Kaiser, and William Veeneman. 
About the time the deal was closed I went 
to a hospital. Charlie Kenney finished the 
work of getting the horse into the United 
States. Jones went to San Francisco to 
meet *Royal Gem II, and when he got 
back to Hermitage Farm he telephoned: 
“This horse is perfect.” 


Perfect or not, *Royal Gem II gained 
an unusual distinction when a colt from 
his first crop of foals won the 1953 Ken- 
tucky Derby from Native Dancer, and an- 
other son, Royal Bay Gem, finished fourth. 

*Royal Gem II won 23 of his 51 races 
in five years of campaigning in Australia, 
was eight times second and five times 
third. He was especially fast at distances 
from six furlongs to a mile, but as a 4- 
year-old he won the 114-mile Caulfield 
Cup under 126 pounds, with a big. top- 
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class field behind him. At five he won a 
six-furlong handicap under 149 pounds. 
At six. when his only victory was in the 
Williamstown Underwood Stakes (a 
mile in 1:3634, equaling the course rec- 
ord). he finished second in a six-furlong 
handicap in which he carried 154 pounds. 

Dhoti. his sire, was unbeaten in three 
starts as a 2-year-old in 1938, and was 
assigned 123 pounds (even with *Heli- 
opolis) in the Free Handicap headed by 
the American-bred Foxbrough. At three 
he ran four times unplaced and was 
shipped to Australia. 

French Gem, dam of *Royal Gem II. 
has been an outstanding producer, with 
half a dozen good stakes winners to her 
credit, including *Beau Gem, which won 
the V. R. C. Derby in record time and 
was brought to the U. S. by a syndicate 
which has stood him at Kentmere Farm 
in Virginia. Crown Gem. another of her 
sons, is advertised in the current issue. 
*Grecian Gem, a daughter, is being bred 
to *Windy City II in California. 

There is a general disposition on the 
part of European breeders to distrust a 
sire prospect from Australia, largely be- 
cause they remember the moderate class 
of his ancestors. The contention here is 
that class in itself is all the qualification 
a horse (or a mare) needs, though it is 
comforting if the young sire also happens 
to be out of a mare which was an excel- 
lent winner and producer. 

Last year *Royal Gem II had six win- 
ners from 13 starters among his first 2- 
year-olds, including the stakes winners 
Dark Star and Royal Bay Gem. Earnings 
for the group were $55,572, and the earn- 
ings index was 1.59. The index presum- 
ably will be much higher in 1953,

THE DAM. Isolde was bred by Cold- 
stream Stud and did her early racing. at 
two and three, under the colors of Prince 
Aly Khan, At two she showed promise of 
good class. In one of her maiden races. 
at Saratoga, she finished second to the 
high-class Big Event. beaten a neck. and 
outrunning the winner at the end. She 
continued to run in good company and 
later in the year won two races, both on 
wet tracks. At three she was dropped in- 


to claiming races, Her later career was 
undistinguished. except that she proved 
herself a tough. hard-knocking: mare. In 
five seasons of racing she ran 66 times, 
won 14 races. and earned $10,865. Her 
earnings index was 1.45; that is, she 
earned 45 per cent more than the aver- 
age expectation of the years in which 
she raced. 

In contrast to her dam and others in 
the family, Isolde was a small. neat mare, 
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The Derby Winner’s Ancestry

but she apparently had the constitution. 
if not the class, of her dam, Fiji. Dark 
Star was her second foal. born after two 
barren vears. 

(Incidentally. Mr. Jones has a yearling 
half sister (by Phar Mon) to Dark Star 
and a sister to Royal Bay Gem. He plans 
to keep both fillies. but will have full 
brothers to Dark Star and Royal Bay 
Gem to sell next year. Royal Bay Gem 
was foaled on Derby Day in 1950. and 
Byardere dropped his full brother on 
Derby Day this year.) 

Fiji. foaled in 1931. was bred and raced 
by Jack S. Young and his brother Tom 
B. Young. the latter doing the training. 
Big and rough, she ran 25 times as a 2- 
year-old without drawing any special at- 
tention. though she won six races. At 
three she was among the best fillies of 
the year. winning the Kentucky Oaks 
(the one in which Far Star broke down) 
and the Latonia Derby and Latonia Oaks. 
In three seasons. she ran 65 times, get- 
ting 13 wins and earning $20.890. Sold 
to Coldstream Stud. she produced three 
fillies, of which Isolde was the second 
and best. About 1940. she passed into the 
ownership of Walter P. Chrysler Jr., who 
bred from her the colt Navy News, by 
Reaping Reward. Navy News was foaled 
in 1941 and the mare was killed in a 
van accident in May of that year. Of her 
four foals which lived. one failed to race; 
the other three were winners, 

In the generations immediately preced- 
ing Fiji the family is relatively undis- 
tinguished. though Fiji’ss dam had one 
other stakes winner—Alsang. by Kai- 
Sang—from her four living foals. O Girl 
herself ran 30 races in two seasons, win- 
ning three times. 

The fourth dam. Our Filly. foaled in 
1919. was bred in partnership by Mrs. 
Clyde Smith. of Hopkinsville, Ky., and the 
late John E. Madden. In the stud, she 
was owned by Montfort and B. B. Jones, 
but her only other foal besides O Girl died 
as a yearling. Our Filly was by Hessian 
out of Nellie Irene, by *Ogden out of 
Mimosa (bred by W. C. Whitney). by 
Hamburg out of Castalia, by *Mortemer 
out of *Castagnette. by Marsyas out of 
Cachuca. by Voltigeur out of Ayacanora. 
by Birdeatcher out of Pocahontas. Cas- 
talia. foaled in 1888. was one of the first 
broodmares owned by Harry’ Payne 
Whitney. Pocahontas was. of course. one 
of the great broodmares of all times. 


THE PATTERN. Among the most con- 
troversial subjects in Thoroughbred pro- 
duction is the matter of inbreeding. One 
of our studious friends insists that close 
inbreeding in a sire definitely lessens his 
chance of success, and has pages of data 
to prove it. The conclusion has not been 


accepted here, and has not been accepted 
by *Royal Gem II. which has two close- 
up crosses of Son-in-Law. 

One of the least controversial sub- 
jects is the validity of nicks. or fortunate 
combinations of bloodlines. Nicks are not 
accepted here either. but they are accept- 
ed almost everywhere else. So we now 
have a nick for *Royal Gem II and mares 
by *Bull Dog. This will get about the 
same results as other nicks. which is 
roughly equivalent to zero,

However, after he was bumped, Guerin 
didn’t handle Native Dancer with the 
confidence and authority that he did in 
his other races. Of course. he was under 
a great nervous strain—must have been 
for weeks—as anyone would have been in 
the circumstances. Otherwise I hardly 
think he would have made so many runs 
with his mount—at the turn into the back- 
stretch, after he passed the half-mile 
ground, and again around the home turn. 
When he cut the corner turning into the 
stretch—and Laverne Fator never did it 
more neatly—I thought he had a handful 
of horse. but a furlong from home I 
wondered if Native Dancer would make 
it. A sixteenth out. I knew he wasn't 
going to, though, when the “photo” sign 
was flashed, I hoped he had, for he’d made 
such a good try. 

I can't help being just a little sorry 
for the lads and lasses who have been 
comparing Native Dancer to Man o° War 
and Citation, and hinting that he might 
be better than either, It must be dis- 
couraging to have to begin the search 
for a new hero all over. 

Frankly, Correspondent let me down 
pretty badly. I'd never seen him till he 
was led down to the paddock to be 
saddled for the Derby, and I must say 
he caught my eye. (Every now and then a 
colt will, you know.) In the race he was 
never more than a length and a half be- 
hind Dark Star for more than a mile 
and | waited for him to set in one of 
those eighths in eleven seconds. as he 
did in the Blue Grass Stakes. but he never 


did. L still wonder what might have 
happened if Correspondent taken 


Dark Star by the head after they'd gone, 
say. seven furlongs. Correspondent was 
going well in the stretch, I thought. when 
he suddenly went all to pieces. I’ve seen 
lots of horses do that sort of thing be- 


fore. but seldom more completely. Well, 
it seems that he went off a bit in his lag 
work. Maybe he didn’t like the track. 
Guerin has been quoted as saying that 
Native Dancer didn’t: found the going 
along the rail too deep. Now it seems that 
Wally Dunn. who trains Correspondent. 
is doubtful about sending him to Balti. 
more for the Preakness. I hope he does 
try for the Pimlico race. 


UNTIMELY NOTE. Following the 
small but lively controversy stirred up 
by Eddie Arcaro’s comment that Churchill 
Downs was the worst possible track. and 
that it was full of holes. I had a look 
at some of the backstretch between the 
early races last Saturday. As to the first 
part of the complaint. being one who 
tries not to train other people's horses 
from the grandstand. I wouldn't know. | 
can report. however. that I saw_ holes, 
Hirsch Jacobs would have had a field 
day pin-pointing them. It seemed to me. 
though. that Arearo might have spoken 
of something else: or maybe he just 
didn’t bother to bring it up. At many 
race courses there is a path across the 
track from the stable area to the infield. 
The one at Churchill Downs is at least 
twenty feet wide. and as hard as a con- 
crete road—well. anyway. a road. Also, 
although harrows were dragged over it 
from time to time. they didn’t go very 
deep: merely scratched the surface. to 
coin a phrase. I haven't the faintest idea 
how many people walked over that path 
last Saturday. but certainly several hun- 
dred did, and they packed it down pretty 
hard. [ wonder if going across it all out 
bothered any horses in the races that af- 
ternoon. 


SETTLING DAY, After many a Ken- 
tucky Derby I’ve heard sorrowful tales 
of how the gentry who made future 
books on the race lost their—well. it was 
murder. It was a revelation to hear. as I 
did, that Walter Marty. the major domo 
of Agua Caliente. who I believe is the 
only man making a future book nowadays. 
had a big race. Somebody said he won 
three hundred thousand, or some such 
amount. Anyhow, Native Dancer was his 
worst horse. Seems the first bet he took 
on Alfred Vanderbilt’s colt last winter 
was $10,000 at 5 to 2. Correspondent 
also was heavily backed by the Califor- 
nians, Dark Star was the eagle bird.

Hollywood And HBPA Stand Firm 
With Track Opening A Week Off 


Hollywood Park’s meeting opens Mon- 
day. May 12. according to the calendar 
of racing dates. As of Wednesday. May 6, 
the management had shown no signs of 
capitulating to the demand of the Horse- 
men’s Benevolent and Protective Associa- 
tion for a 40 per cent share in the track’s 
income from mutuel betting. The horse- 
men had shown no signs of retreating from 
their stand: they would race for 40 per 
cent or they would not race at all. 


On the evening of Monday. May 4, 
about two hundred members of the HBPA 
sat down in the clubhouse at Tanforan, in 
the San Francisco suburb of San Bruno, 
to consider the situation—there was little 
chance that they would reconsider. They 
heard a report from C, Ray Robinson, 
attorney for the California division. (An 
incidental part of his report was that he 
had talked with Mrs. Gene Markey, own- 
er of Calumet Farm, at Churchill Downs, 
and that she had expressed herself as “in 
sympathy with the horsemen.”) They 
asked a few questions, particularly with 
regard to the report that Hollywood Park 
management had refused to meet with an 
HBPA committee unless the membership 
of the committee was restricted to own- 
ers. They heard Bert Thompson, repre- 
sentative of the Jockey’s Guild, state that 
California riders had agreed, as individ- 
uals, not to ride at Hollywood Park as 
long as the HBPA members refused to 
race. 


Then, by a standing vote—and with no 
dissenters, according to report—the train- 
ers and owners present agreed to stand 
by their earlier decision to refrain from 
racing at Hollywood Park unless and un- 
til a satisfactory agreement on purses was 
reached. 


The members passed a resolution in 
condemnation of Hollywood Park for its 
action in attempting to evict the horses 
trained by Charles Leavitt. Given three 
days to move his stable out, Leavitt has 
overstayed his time by more than a week 
and has informed the management that 
he would welcome an injunction if the 
directors wish to make a legal issue. 


Leavitt reported that James D. Stewart. 
general manager of Hollywood Park, had 
asked him the day before whether the 
HBPA planned a meeting at the Ingle- 
wood track. and advised him that permis- 
sion for such a meeting would be refused 
if asked. A meeting in the Los Angeles 
area had been planned for later in the 


week, tentatively, Thursday night at the 
Biltmore Hotel. 

One trainer exhibited a telegram which 
he said was like those received by others. 
“Must receive your definite assurance to 
race on Hollywood Park terms before 
stalls will be alloted, so do not ship un- 
til we receive this assurance.” it began. 
The telegram was signed by James D. 
Stewart and included the information that 
a copy was being sent to the owner con- 
cerned. 


Labor Takes Sides 


The Los Angeles Central Labor Coun- 
cil, representing nearly 500.000 mem- 
bers, has taken sides with Hollywood Park 
against the Horsemen’s Benevolent and 
Protective Association. In a_ resolution 
passed Monday night, the organization 
said its full sympathies were with the 
race track, 

The labor organization said that more 
than 2,000 of its members are employed 
by Hollywood Park under “bona fide la- 
bor agreements.” and that the jobs of 
these men are being jeopardized by the 
HBPA. The resolution said the HBPA 
was not a labor organization: had seldom 
co-operated with labor. 

Since the HBPA is not seeking purse 
agreements with Hollywood Park in a 
manner condoned by organized labor, the 
union members must have full sympathy 
for the track. the council said. 


Hazel Park Wins 


The Michigan State Supreme Court 
has ordered Racing Commissioner James 
H. Inglis to assign dates for the 1953 
racing season at Hazel Park. Inglis had 
given the track 57 days, from August 6- 
October 10, earlier this year, but had 
let it be known it was conditional. The 
Supreme Court told him to make it final. 

Inglis had decided to withhold formal 
sanction for the Hazel Park meeting be- 
cause “undesirable” persons were stock- 
holders in the track. He told the track to 
get rid of stockholders with question- 
able reputations, or he wouldn’t give 
final approval to racing dates. The track 
appealed to the courts. 


The Supreme Court pointed out that 
Hazel Park had operated for four years 
without a claim from the commission- 
ers office that the public was _ being 
harmed, It also claimed that no stock- 


holder in question had any direction in 
the policy of the track. 


Longacres Stakes 


A stakes program valued at $33.000 
was announced by the Washington Jockey 
Club. which runs the Longacres Race 
Course at Seattle. Wash. The club said 
its total feature program, including the 
stakes and overnight handicaps. would be 
worth $129.000. an increase of more than 
25 per cent over last year’s program, 
Longacres will open June 26 for a 54-day 
meeting. The stakes: 


July 22 WASHINGTON STALLION STAKES, 
$3,000 added, 2-year-olds bred in Wash- 
ington, 6 furlongs.

FOR JOE PALMER 


Joe Palmer, the late Turf editor of 
the New York Herald Tribune and a 
regular contributor to THE BLoop- 
Horse, will have a race named in his 
memory May 22 at Pimlico. the day 
before the Preakness. 

Palmer was well known as a radio 
broadcaster, as well as one of the 
best writers in the sport. and his last 
broadcast was for the Pimlico Special. 
a week before his death last fall. 

Many of Palmer’s associates, in- 
cluding Grantland Rice. Jim Roach. 
and Red Smith. will be on hand for 
the race. 
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Architect Robert W. McMeekin’s sketch of the Keeneland grandstand as it will appear for the fall meeting. 


The day after the spring race meeting 
at Keeneland ended, workmen began the 
construction of an addition to the grand- 
stand. The stand is to be extended 200 
feet to the northwest, that is, toward the 
first turn. and will be 100 feet wide. The 
extension will increase seating capacity 
by about 1,600, and will have a flat roof 
“on which it is intended that some 2,500 
additional persons can be accommodated, 
on crowded days, on benches or bleacher- 
type seating.” Pari-mutuel facilities will 
be increased proportionately, and con- 
siderable additional restaurant and public 
space will be provided. 

A week after the work was begun, the 
board of directors of the Keeneland Asso- 
ciation released a statement reviewing 18 
years of operations at the non-profit track 
and appreving the new construction, 
“which will more than double the present 
facilities for seating and pari-mutuel han- 
dle.” as No, 1 in a four-point program 
for future operations. Other phases of the 
program: 

*(2) Continued emphasis on_attrac- 
tion of quality horses to insure high-class 
competition through liberal purse distri- 
bution. ample opportunity for 2-year-olds 
and top-quality horses. stable area im- 
provements for the comfort and conven- 
ience of the horsemen and their em- 
ployees. 

“(3) Maintaining the level of charit- 
able contributions through those agencies 
presently receiving annual support. 

“(1) Inereased aid to the agricultural 
and livestock programs of the University 
of Kentucky through the research pro- 
gram of Keeneland Foundation.” 

“Increased patronage over a period of 
several years has made possible, and nec- 
essary. the expansion of our facilities,” 
the directors’ statement said. “Average 


daily attendance has grown from less than 
2.000 at the inaugural meeting in 1936 
to more than 8.000 in 1953. Several Satur- 


day programs have been witnessed by over 
15.000 people and on one occasion our 
attendance was recorded as 16,229.” 


Since its reorganization in 1940, the 
Keeneland Association has donated and 
placed in trust for charitable, educational, 
and scientific purposes $630.269.88, all the 
profits it earned. It has _ contributed 
$258,304.70 to the following charitable and 
educational institutions:

In 1945. Churchill Downs and_ the 


Keeneland Association raised $188,111.69 
for the Lexington and Louisville chapters 
of the American Red Cross through a joint 
race meeting at Louisville. 

The association also has contributed 
$371.965.18 to the Keeneland Foundation, 
a trust organized in 1944 to aid Ken- 
tucky’s livestock industry through re- 
search conducted at the University. This 
program included studies of diseases of 
livestock and soil, pasture. and nutrition. 
The foundation, in turn, spent part of 
this money and earmarked other parts for 
future projects. An accounting of expend- 
itures follows:

A committment of $200,000 has been 
made by the Foundation for the agriculture 
project. There is on hand, available for 
grants, $260,634.69, which will be expend- 
ed on research projects at the University, 
at such time as the University can organ- 
ize and institute research programs for all 
of the livestock industry. 


“In summary,” the directors’ statement 
concluded, “Keeneland Association has 
donated and placed in trust for charitable, 
educational, and scientific purposes, $630,- 
269.88 since 1940, which sum represents 
all the profits Keeneland Association has 
ever earned which have not been put back 
into its physical plant. 

“In the event the dissolution of Keene- 
land should ever become necessary, the 
realized value of its physical plant and 
everything else it might own would and 
must revert to charitable, educational, and 
research institutions. Keeneland has been, 
and will be. used for the benefit of racing. 
for charity, for education. and for re- 
search.”

by. Eddie Hayward seemed to be the 
most composed. Of course. he had_ the 
benefit of being left alone. since most of 
the television. radio. magazine. and news- 
peper men were busy worrying about Na- 
tive Dancer and Correspondent. You didn’t 
need a map to find where the big horses 
were staying. but in Hayward’s case it was 
different. He might as well have been in 
Decatur. 


Even after the Derby Trial. on the 
Tuesday before the Derby. Hayward had 
an easy time. His Dark Star had turned in 
a nice effort. had run the mile in 1:36, 
had trimmed a half-dozen Derby eligibles. 
and had run in front most of the way. 
When the Trial was over, Hayward settled 
down in a chair near the door of his tack 
room, chatted with grooms. and passed 
the time of day with two newsmen who 
had stopped by, not to ask his formula 
for success, but to change their trousers 
in Hayward’s barn. He was full of smiles, 
but not drunk with success. and any time 
the boys (from THE BLoop-Horse) wanted 
to change their pants in his barn it was 
all right with Hayward. 


He had a good horse, he said, but he 
wished “today was Derby Day.” He thought 
that gray horse down the line was some- 
thing special, wondered how it was _pos- 
sible to beat him. He didn’t mind talking 
about the Derby, but the chatter might 
as well have been about the World Series. 


This was Hayward’s first Derby effort. 
and by all odds he should have taken it 
with less poise. 


Hayward is a native of Ontario, Can- 
ada. He began riding race horses in 1919, 
when he was a skinny 16. but gave it 
up seven or eight years later when he 
started putting on pounds. Through with 
jockeying. he turned to training and went 
to work for a newly organized stable 
owned by James Norris. Among the best 
horses he has trained. excepting Dark 
Star. of course, are Night Commander, 
one of Norris’ runners. and *Miche, 
owned by Mrs. John Payson Adams. 


THE RECORD. Dark Star took a bet- 
ter racing record into the Derby than most 
people seemed to realize. (He paid $51.80 
for a $2 Derby ticket). It wasn’t a 
brilliant record, but it was a good one. 
studded with creditable performances. 
Dark Star raced six times as a 2-year-old 
and earned $24,087 while winning three 
races, finishing third twice. and going 
unplaced once. He started four times this 
year prior to the Derby, won twice. fin- 
ished second once, went unplaced once, 
and earned $4.050. He won $90.050 in 
the Derby. 


As a 2-year-old. he won a maiden race 
February 14 at Hialeah and followed this 
up with a win two weeks later in the 
second division of the Hialeah Juvenile 
Stakes. in which Royal Bay Gem was one 
of the losers. On May 7. he ran third in 
the Juvenile Stakes at Belmont Park. as 
Fort Salonga and Tribe finished one-two 
ahead of him, He didn’t race again until 
Sept. 18. when he won an allowance 
race at Belmont. A week later Dark Star 
ran third in the Belmont Futurity behind 
Native Dancer and Tahitian King. on a 
day when the Dancer equalled a track and 
world record for six and one half furlongs. 

He won his first start this year. a seven- 
furlong allowance race February 27 at 
Hialeah Park in which he beat Torch of 
War and Platan. A month later, in the 
Florida Derby. he went unplaced. At 
Keeneland on April 17, he finished sec- 
ond behind Correspondent, and 11 days 
later he won the Derby Trial at Church- 
ill Downs. 


THE OWNER. When the Derby was 
over. Alfred Vanderbilt hurried over to 
Harry Guggenheim, offered his hand. and 
said. “If it had to be anybody, Harry. 
I'm glad it was you.” A lot of racing 
people felt the same way. 

The Guggenheim family was led to the 
U. S. by Simon Guggenheim. a Swiss 
businessman who settled in Philadelphia 
in 1848. and who was a grandfather of 
Harry Guggenheim. It was young Guggen- 
heim’s father, Daniel Guggenheim. who 
started the family’s mining business in 
Colorado and who later became president 
of the sprawling American Smelting and 
Refining Company and of Guggenheim 
Brothers. a holding company for the 
family’s interests. It was Daniel Guggen- 
heim who established the Daniel Guggen- 
heim Fund for the study and promotion of 
aeronautics. 

In World War I, Harry Guggenheim 
was a Navy flier and served in England. 
France, and Italy. A war later he was 
commissioned a_ lieutenant commander. 
was given command of Mercer Field, 
Trenton. N. J.. and later was sent to the 
Pacific aboard an aircraft carrier. He 
was discharged as a captain. 

Between wars he helped run the family 
businesses and for four years. 1929-33. 
was the U. S. ambassador to Cuba. He 
now is president of Guggenheim Broth- 
ers, Among the organizations to which 
he belongs is The Jockey Club. 

Mr. Guggenheim has raced a_ small 
stable since 1936. and has gradually ac- 
cumulated a small band of broodmares 
which he boards at Claiborne Farm. Paris. 
Ky. Most successful of the runners he has

Positive reactions have been announced 
after chemical analysis of swabs taken 
from Tarien, the English mare which won 
the Doncaster Handicap in brilliant style 
April 4, and the Victorian 2-year-old 
Cromis, which scored in the rich Sires* 
Produce Stakes on the same day. Aus- 
tralian Jockey Club stewards will hold 
inquiries as a result of the analyst’s re- 
ports, but in the meantime it is automatic 
that both horses will be disqualified and 
the prize money distributed to the horses 
which finished second, third, and fourth. 
All bets stand, however. 

When the result of the tests was reported 
at Randwick on the third day of the four- 
day autumn carnival, it caused a sensation, 
since many important Turf figures were 
involved. Cromis is owned, in part, by 
E. A. Underwood, vice chairman of the 
Victoria Racing Club. Tarien belongs to 
R. O. Cummings and Dave Chrystal Jr., 
both well known former tennis stars. 
Trainer of Tarien is T. J. Smith, at pres- 
ent leading trainer in New South Wales. 

Veteran racing writers have objected 
that Miss Jean Kimble, the AJC analyst, 
holds too much responsibility and power 
as sole arbiter as to whether a swab is 


positive. The drug in this case was an- 
nounced as coramine, a nicotinic acid 
which stimulates the heart. 

The doping question has been an issue 
in New South Wales for a long time (there 
is no swabbing in Victoria), and it ap- 
pears likely that, with several important 
figures involved, the whole question may be 
brought to a head. The AJC swabs the 
winners of all races conducted by it, and 
in big events sometimes also tests the 
second horse. 

Tarien’s success in the Doncaster cost 
the bookmakers more than £100,000. and 
it is estimated that, coupled with the 
Sydney Cup winner Carioca, she was 
backed to win more than half a million 
pounds all over Australia.

CLAIMS TO FAME 


The Thoroughbred Racing Associa- 
tions’ service bureau, which spends 
a lot of time compiling racing statis- 
tics, has separated last year’s stakes 
winners by the states in which they 
were bred. Kentucky. which produces 
a little less than one-third of the 
Thoroughbred crop each season, had 
58.6 er cent of the stakes winners. 
California was second, Maryland third. 

In 1952, 355 horses won a stakes 
race in the U. S.. Canada. Mexico, and 
Cuba. According to the service bu- 
reau. 300 were bred in the U. S., and 
176 came from Kentucky. California 
had 41, Maryland had 20, and Vir- 
ginia 18. New York. which distribu- 
ted more than $9,000,000 in purses 
last year, didn’t have a home-bred 
stakes winner. 

Calumet Farm, with 13 stakes win- 
ners, led all other farms. Alfred G. 
Vanderbilt produced 10, six of which 
were bred at his Sagamore Farm in 
Maryland. King Ranch and Wood- 
vale Farm had six each.
